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Maritime Mystery 
Marion Gets "Ghost Ship'' Model 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

It remains one of the best-known maritime 
mysteries and it has spawned literally dozens of theories 
in just as many books, magazines and newspaper articles 
— including a very popular version by none other than 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle. It can also be considered one of 
Marion's very own ''ghost stories" — the enduring 
unsolved mystery of the Mary Celeste. 

The Mary Celeste was found adrift in early Decem- 
ber 1872 while sailing from New York to Gibraltar. The 
crew of the Dei Gratia found the abandoned vessel off the 
coast of the Azores in Portugal with not a soul on board, 
although its cargo of alcohol barrels remained intact. No 
one, from the ten people that supposedly sailed aboard 
the Mary Celeste, including seven crewmen and Captain 
Benjamin Briggs' wife and daughter — all of Marion — 
was ever found. Some suspect pirates, others that the 



passengers took one of the missing lifeboats only to be 
lost at sea, or even that a "sea monster" devoured the 
crew, captain and his family. Only one thing is certain ... 
the mystery is likely to remain unsolved and spawn 
ongoing speculation. 

Now thanks to the efforts of Curator Pete Smith 
and Marion resident and boat model builder Neale 
Birdsall, the Sippican Historical and Preservation Society 
has a first-class scale replica of the infamous "mystery 
ship" Mary Celeste on display. Since Captain Benjamin 
Briggs and his family hailed from Marion, the town has 
informally adopted the historical maritime tale over the 
years and felt the need for a boat model to display along 
with its collection of memorabilia, paintings and artifacts 
on the ship. Mr. Birdsall was coerced by Mr. Smith to 
embark on the year-long task of making the Mary Celeste 
model from scratch. 

"Fve fixed a lot of models for people in Marion 
and I've (since) built a lot of models," Mr. Birdsall said.

pointing to a model of the whaling bark Wanderer also on 
display at the Sippican Historical Museum which he did 
not build but helped to repair and restore. "Fve done 
about 40 or 50 ... somewhere along those lines. Fve always 
liked boats. Many years ago a friend of mine bought me a 
plastic model and then another friend urged me to go on 
to wood. I bought the kits ... with precut hulls and plans, 
which were very easy. I did those and then I built (an- 
other) scratch-built boat of The Wanderer for David Barker 
(in Marion). He wanted a model of The Wanderer for his 
living room. That was the first scratch-built model I did.'' 

The most difficult task in beginning the Mary 
Celeste model was getting plans and dimensions, since 
there wasn't much to go on and very few renditions or 
paintings of the original vessel. ''Some pictures show four 
yardarms, some show five yardarms — so I went with the 
five yardarms," Mr. Birdsall said. "All the (other) rigging 
is pretty basic to a square rigger." 

After doing research and reading the various 
books and archives on the Mary Celeste available at the 
museum, Mr. Birdsall drew up the plans and began 
building the model from layers of basswood which he 
glued and doweled together. Although the detailed 
finished model was recently appraised at between $8,000 
and $10,000, Mr. Birdsall said the materials he used to 
build the model cost maybe $35, tops. But it took a solid 
year to complete the arduous task of detailing the model 
down to its thread rigging and copper hull — hours of

labor, albeit a labor of love. 

Mr. Birdsairs efforts were well rewarded, how- 
ever, when the model was unveiled recently during a 
formal ceremony in St. Gabriel's Church Parish Hall on 
October 20. Over 50 people gave him a standing ovation 
after watching a short video presentation explaining the 
project from start to finish and seeing the detailed model 
in its new display case. 

"It felt good,'' he said. "I got great satisfaction out 
of doing it. Fd do it again." 

To that end, Mr. Birdsall said he'd like to next 
make another model of The Wanderer for either the 
Mattapoisett Public Library or Mattapoisett Historical 
Museum. 

As for Mr. Smith, he's just pleased to finally have 
a Mary Celeste model to display at the museum after two 
previous aborted attempts — after all, their logo is a 
silhouette of the infamous mystery ship. "We have people 
come thinking we're the 'Mary Celeste Museum,'" Mr. 
Smith said. "They want to see the model. (Until now) we 
didn't have one."

At 7:30 pm, the board met with the Plumb Library

amount needed to fund the renovation and expansion of 
the library. Since the library vote lost by only 89 votes, she 
planned to have a survey of voters opinions on the library 
web site until November 5th which she could present to 
the Library Commissioners when applying for the exten- 
sion. In addition, Ms. Melo presented estimates for 
essential repairs and ADA compliance to the existing 
library projected to cost $220,000. There were many 
interested residents in attendance, and after a lengthy 
discussion of the pros and cons by residents. Selectman 
Laboa expressed his opinion that the voters spoke at the 
polls and the results should stand. He also felt that any 
vote of the board should be postponed until the full board 
was present. Selectman Nunes was concerned with all the 
large projects facing the taxpayers of Rochester, e.g. the 
town's share of the ORR constructions, the addition to 
Rochester Memorial School, and the already voted 
Eastover Farm Project. Mr. Huntoon said that the town 
has 90 days from the date of a Town Meeting to vote on 
the funding of an item, but the Town Clerk needs 35 days 
to organize an election. The Board of Selectmen finally 
voted to postpone the discussion until the next regular 
board meeting on Monday, November 3, 2003 at 7:00 pm. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 8:35 pm.

Marion Housing Committee 

What does Marion have in common with Nan- 
tucket? Lack of Affordable Housing. In Nantucket, many 
town workers and seniors can't afford to live on island 
because of the exponential rise in real estate prices and 
taxes over the past few years. "Marion's housing situation 
is only about ten years behind Nantucket's problem," 
according to Stuart Richardson who is Chairman of the 
Marion Housing Committee. The evidence that Marion 
residents are concerned about how Marion solves its 
affordable housing deficit was proven by over 200 people 
attending the first hearing about the proposed 192-unit 
40B project behind the Wave Restaurant on August 27. 

While the Housing Committee has made signifi- 
cant progress to ensure that Marion meets its affordable 
housing plan objectives in the near future, rouge 40B 
developments will always be a threat until Marion 
reaches the 10 percent state mandated level of Subsidized 
Housing Inventory (SHI). "Reaching that 10 percent level 
in a way that best serves the community's housing needs 
with high quality construction is our top priority" said 
Mr. Richardson. The second stated objective of the Hous- 
ing Committee is to maintain Marion's historic seaside 
New England village character and economic diversity.

"Our Affordable Housing Effort is burdened by 
the fact that real estate, land prices and taxes only have 
one way to go — up! Higher prices and taxes are driven 
not only by lack of land, but by the laws of supply and 
demand,'' Mr. Richardson said. "We live in a very desir- 
able part of the state without major industry coming in to 
subsidize infrastructure. So to keep pace with Marion's 
growth, our taxes keep increasing which pushes people of 
modest means out." 

To understand what it takes to reach the 10 
percent goal of SHI, one must look at the numbers. To 
comply with the state, Marion must add affordable homes 
at the current rate of 0.75 percent of its total housing stock 
each year until they reach the state's mandated 10 percent 
level. Marion currently has about 2,100 year round 
residences which are made up of houses, condominiums 
and apartments; 210 of those must be "affordable" as 
defined by the Commonwealth by the year 2010. Cur- 
rently they only have 31 units that meet the state's defini- 
tion. To reach their goal, Marion has to add 16 to 18 units 
in the next year.

RABBIT DIET 

My pet rabbit is getting fat. I feed her pellets and occasional lettuce. 
An all pellet diet is not healthy for rabbits. It promotes obesity, over- 
grown teeth, diarrhea, and the formation of hairballs in the stomach. 

What should I feed my rabbit? 

Pet rabbits need high amounts of fiber. This is best supplied by a diet 
of timothy hay or other grass hay. Avoid alfalfa as it has too much 
calcium and protein. The rabbit should be fed as much of this hay as 
she wants. 

]Nhat about lettuce? 

Romaine and other leaf lettuces are OK but iceburg lettuce has no 
nutritional value. Try feeding your rabbit other green vegetables 
such as broccolli. Start with a small piece then double the amount 
given on each subsequent day. This allows the bacteria in the rabbits 
intestine to acclimate to the new food. Overfeeding a new food can 
cause diarrhea and even death. 

Are there other foods to avoid? 

Avoid starchy foods such as oats, cheerios, potatoes, and most other 
foods that we like. Stick with hay, vegetables that are slowly intro- 
duced and some pellets.

Mystic River. Starring Sean Penn, Tim Robbins, and 
Kevin Bacon. Directed by Clint Eastwood. Running 
time: 137 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

In the bleak and despairing Mystic River, men sit in rumpled 
Boston apartments and bars and package stores, pursued in their 
minds by the furies of the past. Directing his twenty-fourth feature, 
Clint Eastwood delivers a true rarity — a work of high seriousness 
with a laid-back, unemphatic touch. The movie, like most Eastwood 
films, takes its time; the camera settles in and meditates on the 
characters, giving them space to reveal or conceal. The style offers 
realism as a kind of grim poetry. The plot, taken from a Dennis 
Lehane novel, verges on gimmicky at times — or seems to, because 
you expect it to make good on some of its less plausible red herrings 
(to its credit, it doesn't) — but the story is firmly grounded in emotion, 
the ghosts of loss and shame. 

On one level. Mystic River is almost Sleepers for those who hated 
Sleepers: Here's another drama starring Kevin Bacon in which boys 
linked together by abuse grow into men haunted by demons of 
vengeance. But this is the movie Sleepers could only dream of being. 
Three boys, typical city kids who watch one of their number taken 
away by two mysterious men who give the impression they're cops, 
bring the experience into adulthood. We see how each man has 
adjusted. Jimmy (Sean Penn), who runs a corner shop, has done some 
time for robbery and still has shady acquaintances from his lawless 
days. Sean (Kevin Bacon) went the opposite way, becoming a Boston 
homicide detective whose cold-eyed devotion to his work may have 
driven away his pregnant wife. Dave (Tim Robbins) is indistinct, 
unfinished, as if the abuse he suffered at the hands of those two men 
as a boy had stunted not only his emotions but his soul. 

Jimmy's cheerful 19-year-old daughter Katie (Emmy Rossum, 
from Passionada) is murdered, and the event brings the three child- 
hood friends together, uneasily. Almost gagging on his own grief — 
at one point, sitting and talking to Sean and his partner (Laurence 
Fishburne), Jimmy looks as though he's about to have a heart attack 
— the bereaved father demands rough justice. He cooperates with 
Sean, but we know his agenda doesn't include jail time for his child's 
killer. Sean chases a few leads, most of which go nowhere, though one 
leads to Dave's door. We know what Sean doesn't: on the night of the 




murder, Dave came home to his wife (Marcia Gay Harden) with 
blood on his hands and a gash on his stomach. He tells her he had a 
run-in with a mugger. He tells a different story to Jimmy, and yet 
another one to Sean. 

The performances are uniformly superb — Penn compellingly 
explosive/ implosive. Bacon intelligent and holding emotion at arm's 
length — but it's Tim Robbins' movie. Two built-in devices draw our 
attention to Dave — he was abused as a boy and looks like the likeliest 
suspect in the girl's murder — and Robbins underplays, giving us a 
morose palooka who sounds dense one minute and then weaves 
unexpected (if muddled) webs of metaphor, struggling to articulate 
his feelings. (In one dark scene he speaks of vampires and werewolves, 
baffling his wife and us.) Dave has a son of his own, and when he 
walks with the boy down the street where Dave was abducted, 
Robbins stands stock still, a dark sad exclamation point, and fills his 
eyes with the boy as if the intensity of his gaze could keep his son safe. 
Robbins has a heartbreaking scene near the end, too, a speech that 
could be driven by any number of emotions: confusion, guilt, resig- 
nation. 

You realize that Eastwood, who left his vigilante pulp behind 
him over a decade ago, has crafted a work that persuades us to 
sympathize with a man who could be a brutal murderer. Screen- 
writer Brian Helgeland (who also wrote Eastwood's previous film. 
Blood Work) grew up in New Bedford, Massachusetts and worked as 
a fisherman for a while; he knows how working-class New Engend- 
ers talk, leaving volumes unspoken between debates on the Red Sox. 
The characters are usually talking about two or three subtextual 
things (some of which we don't learn till later), and when the men in 
the movie look at each other, they're really seeing a black car driving 
away with their childhood. With Eastwood's help, we see it too.

I was pleasantly surprised to learn recently that my all-time 
favorite holiday, Halloween, is second only to Christmas when it 
comes to the big merchandising blitz. And having waltzed into a 
couple of retail stores early last month to find the shelves stocked 
with candy, orange plastic pumpkins, endless Halloween cards, 
and even a witch's cauldron bubbling over with liquid fog, that 
was proof positive of the holiday's enduring appeal. 

But for me there's always been one curious aspect of the 
night of ghouls and goblins that falls drastically behind the yule- 
tide season: music. Why is it that everyone short of The Rolling 
Stones has released a collection of bouncy, cheery Christmas tunes 
but there's scant few notes that have been recorded in celebra- 
tion of Halloween? Why does my digital cable Music Choice 
"Sounds of the Seasons" channel devote a month-and-a-half to 
Christmas music but a mere three days to Halloween? 

Granted, there have been a couple of intriguing Halloween 
music collections released over the years — most of which fall 
under the auspices of that eternal Halloween queen: Elvira, Mis- 
tress of the Dark. Although some boast heavy-hitters like Bobby 
"Boris" Pickett's classic "Monster Mash" and Alice Cooper's 
"Welcome to My Nightmare," they are also padded out with what 
I like to call "fringe" Halloween offerings like "The Theme from 
Outer Limits" and (gasp!) Ray Parker Jr.'s never-ending 
"Ghostbusters." In my mind, theme songs from a comedy-dis- 
guised-as-a-horror-film and a second-rate "Twilight Zone" rip- 
off don't warrant inclusion on a collection of Halloween tunes. 

Alas, in this age of digital technology I'm more inclined to 
make my own anthology of horror hits, culling my collection 
from a vast array of sources and one-hit wonders that deserve to 
be part of a Halloween party mix. And when you start scratch- 
ing the surface, you'll soon find there's really a good assortment 
of treats in that bag of tricks ... sort of like uncovering the occa- 
sional Milky Way in a bowl of Necco wafers. Those with access 
to a CD burner /recorder — and a legal online music service, 
please — can now whip up your own "Monster Mash Bash" or 
"Rocktoberfest Shock 'N' Roll" mixes. 

To start, here's a few must-have suggestions from your 
humble Halloween aficionado: 

• "Monster Mash" - Bobby "Boris" Pickett. This is the King 
Kong of Halloween tunes. You couldn't possibly consider a col- 
lection without Halloween's version of "Jingle Bells." Sadly, one- 
hit wonder Bobby "Boris" Pickett, doing a dead-on (pardon the 
pun) impression of Boris Karloff, never contributed anything else 
to the Halloween music genre. 

• "Werewolves of London" - Warren Zevon. The late, great 
Warren Zevon will forever be remembered for this dark comic 
ode to the "hairy-handed gent who ran amuck in Kent" and the 
wolf-man whose "hair was perfect." It will always be fun to hear 
Warren howl every October 31. 

• "Frankenstein" - Edgar Winter Group. Instead of pre- 
dictable instrumentals like the themes from "The Addams Fam- 
ily" or "The Munsters," I'd opt for this guitar-cruncher which.

although it doesn't necessarily have a creepy vibe, it certainly 
sounds like Karloff 's monster stomping into a room. 

• "Dead Man's Party" - Oingo Boingo. Some might argue 
that Oingo Boingo leader Danny Elfman's more recent music for 
Tim Burton's The Nightmare Before Christmas is preferred, but I 
just love this infectious little ditty. It's both spooky ... and you can 
dance to it I Enough said. 

• "Thriller" - Michael Jackson. Yes, I know he's far more 
frightening now, but his song earns a place on any Halloween 
collection as both the inspiration for a great long-form horror 
video (directed by John Landis) and for showcasing a delight- 
fully eerie voiceover courtesy of Vincent Price. 

• "Welcome to My Nightmare" - Alice Cooper. There are 
several great Alice Cooper songs which could be included, but 
you've got to defer to this poetic mood-piece with its blaring 
horns and creepy lyrics. I'll never forget Alice's performance of 
this on "The Muppet Show" with flying muppet-ghosts. 

• "Bark at the Moon" - Ozzy Osbourne. Like Alice, there 
are more than a couple of potential candidates from Ozzy, but 
I'm partial to this horror-themed track which also inspired an 
equally scary video with a pre-sitcom werewolf-Ozzy run amuck. 

• "I'm Your Boogie Man" - Rob Zombie. Admittedly, even 
though this heavy remake of K.C. and the Sunshine Band's dance 
hit isn't about a "boogeyman" but a "boogie man," you get the 
idea. And it doesn't hurt that Zombie's remix includes dialogue 
snippets from John Carpenter's Halloween, either. 

Speaking of Halloween, you could fill an entire 80-minute 
CD of just horror movie themes, or pepper your own collection 
with music from Psycho or The Exorcist, too. The possibilities are 
endless when you start digging into the crypt.
